In 1887 the Umbria held 
the ocean record between Queenstown and 
New York, the time being six days four 
hours and forty-two minutes. 

The Etruria being a sister ship of the 
Umbria has exactly the same dimensions 


and was built by the same firm in 1885, one 


year later than the Umbria. It has a speed 
of 20.18 knots an hour. The same year it 
was built it broke and held for two years 
the ocean record between New York and 
Queenstown, the trip being made in six days 
five hours and thirty-one minutes.

Washington,’ D. C., April 20.— The Span- 
ish Minister, accompanied by six members 
of his staff, left Washington at 7:20 o’clock 
tonight, and the Spanish government thus 
terminated its diplomatic representation in 
the United States. The Minister and his 
party left by the Pennsylvania road, going 
northward to Buffalo and Suspension 
Bridge, and thence to Toronto. 

By 10:45 o’clock tomorrow morning the 
Spanish officials will be on British soil. They 
will stop for a day or two on the Canadian 
side of Suspension Bridge and will then 
spend some days at Toronto. From there 
they go to Halifax to take an ocean liner. 
While the Minister is on this side of the bor- 
der he has the protection of the passports 
issued late this afternoon by the State de- 
partment at his request, following the de- 
livery ot a copy of the President's ultimatum 
to Spain, 

The departure of the Spanish party was 
made without noticeable demonstration, 
and although a considerable number of se- 
cret service officers and police were on duty 
at the depot there was at no time any occa- 
sion for their doing more than keeping back 
a crowd of curious onlookers. N 

At 6 o' clock this evening Sefior Polo mad 
a hurried call at the French embassy and 
the Austrian legation, where Spanish inter- 
ests. are left in charge, and then joined his 
staff at the legation and started for the 
train.

Text of the Queen’s Speech.

The grave anxieties which saddened my 
mind the last time I addressed you have 
increased and are heightened by public un- 
easiness, conveying the presentiment of 
fresh and greater complications as a re- 
sult of the turn which events in Cuba have 
taken. 

These complications were brought about

schemes against Spanish sovereignty which 
have been plotted by those who, with re- 
sources and hopes sent from the neighbor- 
ing coast, have fettered the suppression of 
the insurrection in that unhappy island.

Grateful to the Pope. 

Her Majesty added: “ Spain’s gratitude is 
due to the Pope and also to the great powers, 
whose action strengthens my conviction 
that Spain’s cause deserves universal sym- 
pathy, and that her conduct merits unani- 
mous approval. It is possible, however, that 
an act of aggression is imminent, and that 
not the sanctity of our rights nor the moder- 
ation of ohr conduct, nor the expressed wish 
of the Cu people freely manifested, may 
serve to restrain the passions and hatred 
let loose against the Spanish fatherland.

New Orleans, La., April 20.—[Special.}]~ 
New Orleans is rapidly filling up with United 
States troops, every train bringing in com- 
panies of sunburned and dusty troopers 
with arms and accouterments. The mili- 
tary trains arriving over the Southern Pa- 
cific present a remarkable appearance.

Louisville, Ky., April 20.—[Speci 
the first time under the 
Burns the Chicago team today tasted the 
bitterness of defeat. The old one-run hoo- 
doo came again to life, and the Colonels 
placed a victory to their credit by a score 
of 7 to 6. 

The defeat was due to Friend, whose pitch- 
ing was far below par, yet the goddess of 
fortune frowned always on Chicago, and 
forbade them to make tallies when a hit 


meant victory, despite the number of runs 


the Colonels had amassed. Louisville hit 


in streaks, hit good and hard, and her weak- 


est men did the swatting. 

Gifts by Friend materialized into runs, 
despite frantic flelding of the team. Chi- 
cago had loads of tallies in sight, but when 
hits were needed McGee always succeeded 
in stopping Burns’ aggregation. 

Chicago did everything right, but never 
seemed to do the right thing in the right 
place. The sensational feature, or the 
climax of dozens of sensational features, 
was the act of Umpire Cushman in firing 
“Wild Bill” Everitt out of the game for 
protesting a decision which gave Louisville 
the run that proved necessary to win. 


Chicago Opens Play. 

Chicago opened as though to gallop away 
with the victory. Kilroy was awarded a 
base for patience, traveled to third on 
Lange's fierce drive past first, and tallied 
on Dahlen's drive to Clarke. Everitt hit to 
Carey and Lange was caught at the plate 
and run out, Everitt taking second on the 
play. Ryan drew a base and McCormick's 
nice hit sent home the second run. Woods 
flew out. 

Chicago's failure to accomplish plays and 
Friend’s wildness gave Louisville a tally in 
her-half. Clarke drew a base as a starter. 
Ritchie hit to Friend, Clarke jumpe all 
over Dahlen, and prevented a double. Hoy 
was hit. Wagner hit to Friend, who flelded 
fast to McCormick, forcing Ritchie, but 
„ Mack threw to second instead of first, 
and the double was again spoiled. Nance 
cracked out a single and sent home the first 
run. 

Donahue's hit, an out, and Lange's second 
single sent Chicago further to the lead in the 
second. In Louisville’s half of the second 
trouble loomed ominously, but sharp fielding 
averted the danger. Carey opened with a 
two baser and Clingman singled. Wilson 
hit a slow bounder which Friend, by fast 
work, flelded to Donahue, catching Carey.

Colonels Take the Lead. 


Up to that time Chicago looked to be a 
sure winner, but the men lost the recipe 
for making runs and by mistakes of the 
head gave Louisville a lead which, fight as 
they might, they could not overcome. Me- 
Cormick hit for two bases uselessly in the 
third, and Friend wasted a beautiful two- 
bagger in the fourth by overrunning third 
after reaching the bag on a fly-out. 

That fourth was the fatal round for Chi- 
cago. Nance started the trouble with a liner 
which bounded off Ryan's shins and netted 
two bases. Lange camped under Carey's 
hot drive, but Friend could not stop the as- 
sault. Clingman, the weakest hitter in the 
league, edaked out a two-baser. Wilson 
came up and Lange made the fatal mistake. 
He played left center for Wilsén. The 
Colonel's catcher drove out a liner to right 
center. Lange went across the field at top 
speed, threw himself through the air, and 
slid at the ball, but it escaped and rolled on 
for a homer. 

McCormick closed the round by a jumping 
catch of Clarke's fierce liner. That was the 
beginning of the end, for McGee had Chicago 
stopped. Dahlen was hit in the fifth, but 
perished as he stood. 

In their half the Colonels added another 
run. Ritchey started with a hit, and Friend 
and McCormick hesitated and that let Hoy 
bea: out his bunt. Nance's fly to Kilroy sent 
home the run. In the seventh woe was the 
lot of Burns’ men. Friend started the raily 
by beating the ball on Clingman’s fumble. 
Lange both hit safe. 


Clingman Makes a Double. 


With the bases full and no one out, Dah- 
len met the ball squarely and drove it like 
a line of light squarely into Clingman’s 
hands. The nimble third baseman touched 
third, doubling Friend, and only by des- 
perate hustling by Lange was a triple avert- 
ed. Everitt’ killed all remaining hopes by 
forcing Dahlen. 

In the Colonels’ half the fatal gift figured 
once again in the tragedy. Friend permit- 
ted Clarke to walk. Ritchey sacrificed, and 
by a hard run Dahlen pulled down Hoy’s 
pop fly. Wagner hit a terrific liner, which 
hounded out of McCormick's hands; Nance 
cracked a single to right, and Clarke scored. 
Kilroy threw to McCormick to catch Wag- 
ner and Mack sent the ball back to 
Everitt, catching Nance off first. Wagner 
broke for home on the throw and Everitt 
threw to Donahue. Wagner made a rolling 
slide for the plate as Donahue fell upon it, 
blocking him off. Cushman called the run- 
ner safe, and when Everitt ran in to pro- 
test ordered him out of the game and threat- 
ened Dahlen. Then Carey hit safe to cen- 
ter, but a quick throw by Lange snowed 
Nance at the plate. Sharp fielding and a 
beautiful double play by Friend, Dahlen, 
and Callahan closed out the Colonels in the 
eighth. 

Chicago made a desperate but futile effort 
to tie the score in their last time up. After 
Friend had perished, McGee took a short 
ride in the airship and gave bases to Kil- 
roy and Lange and hit Dahlen. Callahan 
rose to the emergency and drove a fierce 
hit over second. The ball bounded off of 
Hoy’s shins and three men scampered home 
while Callahan reposed at third. In the 
critical moment, when even a long fly would 
have tied the score, Ryan popped a per- 
pendicular twister to Wagner, and McCor- 
mick in the last moment failed to hit and

The Holland was at once cast loose from 
the tug. After one or two unsuccessful at- 
tempts to dive against the strong incoming 
tide, it was turned about and made its first 
dip beneath the waves. It soon returned to 
the surface and again disappeared upon the 
prearranged course. 

At the end of the first ten minutes the boat 
was seen to come to the surface and then dis- 
appear. The tugs did not follow closely and 
so did not see it come to the surface again 
for forty minutes, when it reappeared only 
about a quarter of a mile from its starting 
point, having kept a most remarkably ac- 
curate course. 

After a short surface run the Holland 
threw a dummy aerial torpedo from its bow 
gun and successfully discharged an unload- 
ed Whitehead torpedo from its submerged 
explosive tube.

Consuls and other American citizens who 
may happen to be in Spain. ) 


THE PRESIDENT AND HIS POLICY. 

Now that the resolutions of Congress and 
the ultimatum of the President have been 
communicated to the Spanish government 
and the time for action has come, it may 


be of interest to review the events of the 


last two weeks which have led up to the 
present situation. The President sent his. 
message on the relations of the United 
States to Spain by reason of warfare in the 
Island of Cuba” to Congress on April 11. 
What did the President ask of Congress in 
this message? | 

It will be remembered that with the ex- 
ception of the last four or five paragraphs 


1 of his communication it contained only a 


recital of the conditions in Cuba from 
the outbreak of the revolution. over three 
years ago to the present time and of the 
President's efforts to remove them by 
pacific measures. The vital, practical part 
of the message is contained in these con- 
cluding paragraphs in which he asks for 
authority from Congress to do certain 
things which shall stop the war in Cuba. 

1. Congress is asked “to authorize and 
“empower the President to take measures 
“to secure a full and final termination 
„of hostilities between the government of 
“Spain and the people of Cuba —simply 
a termination of hostilities without any ref- 
erence to the independence ot the latter, 
without any hint as to his sympathy with 
either side, and with no indication of a 
policy as to the status of Cuba after en- 
forced pacification. 

2. Congress is asked to secure in the 
island “ the establishment of a stable gov- 
ernment, capable of maintaining order and 
observing its international obligations, in- 
suring peace and tranquillity, and the se- 
curity of its citizens as well as our own.” 
Here again it will be observed that the 
request is vague. What would the Presi- 
“stable government”? 
The present Masso-Gomez government, an 
autonomous government, a free Cuban gov- 
ernment, or the Spanish government? 

3. Congress is asked to authorize the 
President to use the military and naval 
forces of the United States as may be 
necessary for these purposes.” Use them 
when? Use them for what? With no dis- 
respect for the President and with no pur- 
pose of making an invidious criticism, Tue 
TRIBUNE is still of the opinion of the great 
majority of the people and practically 
unanimously shared by Congress that the 
three requests made by the President were 
vague in character and inspired by reluc- 
tance to proceed to extremities or to ap- 
ply a drastic remedy, in the hope that 


| Spain would yet accept the pacific one. 


The Congress made three replies to the 
President’s requests. It granted them in 
most generous measure, pressed down and 
running over. There was no vagueness in 
its concessions of authority. It supplied 
all that was lacking in the message. It 
left no doubt as to the reasons for the use 
of authority. Its language was concise, 
direct, and straight to the point. It stated 
the when, the where, and the why, so that 
the wayfaring man could have no difficulty 
in understanding -what was meant. 

1. It declared that “the people of the 
Island of Cuba are, and of right ought to 
be, free and independent,” thus supplying 
a serious omission in the President's mes- 
sage. 

2. It declared that “ it is the duty of th 
United States to demand, and the govern- 
ment of the United States does hereby 
demand, that the government of Spain at 
once relinquish its authority and govern- 
ment in the Island of Cuba and withdraw 
its land and navai forces from Cuba and 
Cubans waters.” This concession of au- 
thority explicitly states the nature of the 
demand and fixes the time “at once.” 
There is no vagueness in this. 3 

3. It declared that “the President of 
the United States be, and he hereby is, di- 
rected and empowered to use the entire 
land and naval forces of the United States 
and to call into actual service of the 
United States the militia of the several 
States to such extent as may be neces- 
sary to carry these resolutions into effect.” 
Here again there is no vagueness. The 
President is not only given the authority 
to use the land and naval force of the 
country to drive Spain out of Cuba, but 
he is “directed to use it and to use it ‘at 
once.“ 

This shows an enormous advance be- 
yond the requests made by the President 
and the extreme of generosity on the part 
of Congress. The President may have 
been modest in stating his réquests, or his 
conscientious devotion to principle and his 
desire for peace may have made him re- 
luctant about asking too much, but Con- 
gress was not backward in coming to his 
support and furnishing him with the 
amplest measure of authority and unmis- 
takable orders to use it. And it did this 
with practical unanimity. Every member 
of the House except six, who were for 
peace at any price, voted for these resolu- 
tions. Practically every member of the 
Senate voted for them, for the. minority 
voted in the negative only because the res- 
olutions were not radical enough and did 
not recognize the present Cuban insurgent 
government. 

Now that Congress has taken the re- 
sponsibility, Tun Trisune believes the 
President will show no more reluctance. 
It believes he has been restrained up to this 
time by conscientious scruples, but that 
he realizes the gravity of the position in 
which he is placed and that he will enforce 


will of the people with courage, energy, 
and promptness, While he may have seemed 
to some too ardent and impatient 
patriots irresolute and vacillating dur- 
ing the period of negotiation, now that the 
time for action has come he will disappoint 
nobody. Some of his enemies have said— 
falsely, as we believe—that his policy was 

ore like that of Buchanan than that of 


Washington or Lincoln, but even these 


enemies will be forced before long to ad- 
mit that they have made an erroneous 
judgment of Mr. McKinley. From now on 


there will be no occasion for auybody, how- 


the decrees of Congress faithfully and the 


ever hostile to him before, to doubt his 
courage, his ability, or his resolution. Once 
Spain rejects his ultimatum McKinley, the 
soldier, will be in the lead, with Congress 
and the country standing solidly behind 
him. 


SPAIN RECEIVES THE ULTIMATUM. 


The crisis which the world has been an- 


ticipating with so much apprehension for 
weeks past has arrived. At noon yesterday 
President McKinley notified Congress that 
he had signed the joint resolutions demand- 


ing freedom for Cuba and had addressed 


through Minister Woodford an ultimatum 
to Spain demanding its withdrawal from 
the island. At an earlier hour a copy of the 
document was placed in the hands of Sefior 
Polo, the Spanish Minister, who immedi- 
ately requested bis passports, which were 
furnished him by the State department, and 
at 7:20 last evening he left Washington for 
Spain, leaving the affairs of his legation in 
the hands of the French and Austrian Am- 
bassadors. | 

While these events were occurring in 
Washington, or at a somewhat earlier hour, 
proceedings of a no less momentous char- 
acter were taking place in the Spanish 
capital. There the Queen Regent, with the 
young King by her side, was reading her 
speech from the throne to the hastily sum- 
moned Cortes, in which she announced the 
determination of the government to resist 
the demands of the United States for its 
retirement from Cuba. The enthusiastic re- 
ception of the Queen's address by the Car- 
tes and the Spanish populace indicates, for 
the present at least, Spain has no intention 
of complying with the demands of the 
United States. | 

These events occurring at the two 
national capitals distinctly forebode the re- 
sults which, in the estimation of every cool- 
headed and sagacious observer, are deemed 
inevitable. The period of diplomatic nego- 
tiation and political speculation has passed 
and that which marks the appeal to arms 
has arrived. 


The text of the ultimatum submitted by ; 


President McKinley to the Spanish govern- 
ment has not been made public, and, it 
is announced, will not be until today. Its 
main feature, however, may be accurately 
inferred from the resolutions adopted by 
Congress—viz: that “the government of 
Spain at once relinquish its authority and 
government in the Island of Cuba, and with- 
draw its land and naval forces from Cuba 
and Cuban waters.” The most significant 
known fact in this connection is that the 
Spanish government is allowed until 12 
o’clock Saturday evening (midnight), Wash- 
ington time—about 6 o’clock p. m. Madrid 
time—to make reply. For the present 
Minister Woodford remains in Madrid, but 
in ease of a rejection of the ultimatum by 
the Spanish government (now anticipated) 
he will demand his passports and all official 
intercourse between the two governments 
will be at an end. 

The most significant act in Congress yes- 
terday was the passage by the House of 
the bill authorizing the President to call for 
80,000 volunteers, which will doubtless pass 
the Senate today and promptly become a 
law. In the meantime enlistments for sery; 
ice in both the army and navy are actively 
progressing from ocean to ocean, and ap- 
plicants for enlistment are even offering 
themselves in London. 

The last three days of the present week 
promise to be an epoch-making period in 
American and Spanish history. The world 
will not have to wait long to understand its 
full significance, though its final outcome 
will be contemplated with confidence by 
every true American. e 


THE UNPOPULAR ALLEN LAW. 

The Democrats elected a majority of the 
Danville Aldermen Tuesday. This is the 
first time they have done so for some years. 
They would not have been successful on this 
occasion if the old Council had not extended 
the franchises of the local traction com- 
pany under the Allenlaw. The extension 
was only for thirty years, instead of fifty, 
but the people resented that extension, and 
expressed their disapproval of the AHen law 
at the city election. 

They will be likely to do so again at the 
fall election. The author of the law they 
object to is a candidate for the Lower 
House from the district in which Danville 
is situated, and must expect to be heavily 
cut in that city and elsewhere. His candi- 
dacy doubtless means the loss of a member. 
Therefore, if Allen does not want to injure 
the party to which he belongs he will have 
his name taken off the ticket, so that it may 
be replaced by the name of some man whom 
all the Republican voters in the district 
will be glad to support. 

A Peoria traction company has been try- 
ing for some months past to take advantage 
of the Allen law. The people have been 
opposed to giving the company the fran- 
chises it asks for. The Council is evenly 
divided on the question. At Tuesday’s elec- 
tion every candidate who was suspected of 
being an Allen law man was defeated. 

The traction companies can buy up Leg- 
islatures and Aldermen, but they cannot 
buy up the people. Whenever and wherever 
the boodle Allen law is made an issue at an 
Illinois election the popular verdict will be 
one of condemnation. 


TO STOP THE INSANITY DODGE. 

A recent decision of the lowa Supreme 
Court deserves attention as suggesting a 
sensible and summary method for putting 
a stop to the widespread abuse of the in- 
sanity plea in defense of criminals. This 
plea has become so notorious a subterfuge 
as a last resort for cheating justice that it 
has long ago met deserved public disap- 
proval, but thus far no effective means of 
abolishing it has been found. It has rightly 
been held that it was better to let some 
guilty men escape rather than establish a 
policy that would bar out the plea of in- 
sanity when it happened to be valid. 

The decision of the lowa court suggests 
a simple solution of the matter. It holds 
that if at any time in the course of the trial 
a doubt shall be raised as to the sanity of 
the defendant a special trial for insanity 
may immediately be ordered. If a jury of 
medical experts finds that the defendant is 
really insane the criminal trial will at once 
be dropped. But this shall by no means 
give the defendant his liberty. On the con- 
trary, he shall be sent to the ward for crim- 
inal insane at the penitentiary for an indefi- 
nite time. If the investigation of the ex- 
perts, on the other hand, develops the fact 
that the defendant is sane, then the trial 
under the original indictment will be re- 
sumed, with the insanity dodge eliminated 
from the defense. : 

Such a plan is fair and humane, and at 
the same time it would be an effectual dam- 
per upon the indiscriminate abuse of the 
insanity plea. The counsel for defendant 
is in newise barred from introducing that 
plea, but he will understand that it will be 
ineffectual for securing the release of his 
client. In cases of hanging it may serve to 
commute the punishment to imprisonment, 
but only when there would be valid grounds 
for it anyway. The abuse of the insanity 


plea for securing an acquittal would be thor- 


tice vould be done without violence to ordi- 
nary court practicks. 

There is little doubt that if the Iowa prec- 
edent is used by other courts, as it should 
be, it will practically eliminate the insanity 
plea from criminal practice. Indicted per- 
sons will be extremely chary about allowing 
their lawyers to introduce that plea in their 
defense when once they understand that the 
effect will be to subject them to a trial for 
insanity which may result in incarceration 
in the insane ward of the pentitentiary prac- 
tically for life. Sane persons, whether in- 
nocent or guilty, will prefer not to run the 
risk of a mistake on the part of the insanity 
court, On the other hand, insane persons 
will have a chance to receive the medical 
treatment and the restraint which their con- 
dition requires, In other words, it will pro- 
tect the really insane, while at the same 
time it will make the insanity dodge almost 
as dangerous for hardened criminals as 
pleading guilty. 

Some such remedy for the shameful abuse 
of the insanity plea is needed, and this one 
seems practical and just. It is to be hoped 
the Iowa system will be generally adopted 
in other States. 


JACK RABBIT CANDIDATE FOR CONGRESS. 

It is rumored that a candidate, standing 
on a peace-at-any-price platform, will ask 
the Republicans of the First Congressional 
District to give him the nomination instead 
of giving it to Mr. Mann, who desires to be 
renominated. The objection to Mr. Mann 
is that he is too ardent a patriot. 

If there is any Republican in the First 
District who is anxious to make this experi- 
ment Tue Trisune will not dissuade him. 
Ante-convention canvasses are generally 
dull, stupid affairs, in which the people take 
no interest. One candidate has a walkover, 
or rival candidates and their friends caucus 
and plot, while the voters wait unconcern- 
edly for the primaries and the convention. 
But the nominating campaign in Congress- 
man Mann’s district will be amazingly 


| lively and entertaining if a candidate asks 


that he be given the preference over Mr. 
Mann because the latter has been too 
prompt and courageous, too eager to vindi- 
cate the honor of his country, and too im- 
patient over delays which have vexed the 
soul of every true American.  Serious- 
minded Republicans will become indignant 
and the good-natured ones will laugh wildly. 
Between them the First District will be in a 
state of wrath and merriment until the pri- 
maries.are held and the jack rabbit candi- 
date learns his fate. It does not take much 


of a prophet to predict what that fate will. 


be. So few of his ballots will be found in 
the boxes: that it will not bankrupt him to 
give a champagne dinner to all his support- 
ers. War will be declared before the pri- 


maries are held and it may not be over when 


the election takes place. The fate of the 
candidate who runs on a peace platform 
may easier be imagined than described. His 
ee tours will be picturesque and 
vivid, 


What has Congressman Mann done that 


his constituents should repudiate him? He 


voted for the recognition of the “ republic 
of Cuba.” On that incidental question he 
differed from many other Republicans, But 
though recognition was refused, he voted 
with every other man in the House of Rep- 
resentatives save six for the resolutions de- 
manding the abandonment of Cuba by 
Spain. He has always advocated that. 


In voting for recognition Mr. Mann ran 
counter to the wishes of the Executive. But 


that is not a crime. The President cannot 
lay down the law to Congressmen. If con- 
stituents are to drop Representatives be- 
cause they dare to think for themselves, it 
would be better to abolish the legislative 
department and intrust the law-making as 
well as the executive power to the Presi- 
dent. Never yet have voters found fault 
with their representativés for receiving 
instructions from them, instead of from the 
White House. Nor will those of the First 
Illinois District do so in the case of Con- 
gressman Mann. They respect him for his 
independence and his radical patriotism. 
It is not certain that a jack rabbit can- 
didate will run against Mr. Mann. A name 
has been mentioned, but Tue Trisune will 
not repeat it, for the individual in question 
may be innocent of Congressional aspira- 
tions. If such a candidate does come for- 
ward, however, there will be great fun for 
a couple 6f months in Hyde Park, South 
Chicago, and the rest of the First District. 
What an amazing run the peace candidate 
will make with the voters of Pullman and 


those employed by the Illinois Steel com- 


pany! They will be behind him toa man. 


LIGHT THROWN ON “COLLECTIVE NOTE.” 

Mr. Arthur Balfour, Acting Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs and government 
leader in the House of Commons, stated 
in that body on Tuesday that the British 
Ambassador at Washington was authorized 
to— 

Join with the other Ambassadors in friendly 
representations to the United States, provided we 
were first assured that such representations were 
likely to be well received and useful. 

This is interesting news and it is official. 
It appears that the British government was 
particular that its representative should 
not unite with those of other powers until 
assured that their “ collective note” was 
likely to be “ well received and useful.” 
So Sir Julian Pauncefote must have re- 
ceived assurances to that effect from the 
President. But nobody knows as yet what 
reason the President had for thinking those 
representations would be “useful.” The 
note presented to him reads as follows: 

The undersigned, representatives of Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Prance, Great Britain, Italy. 
and Russia, duly authorized in that behalf, address 
in the name of their respective governments a 
pressing appeal to the feelings. of humanity and 
moderation of the President and of,the American 
people in their existing differences with Spain. 
They earnestly hope that further negotiations will 
lead to an agreement which, while securing the 
maintenance of peace, will afford all necessary 
guarantees for the reéstablishment of order in 
Cuba. The powers do not doubt that the human- 
itarian and purely disinterested character of this 
representation will be fully recognized and ap- 
preciated by the American nation. 

No exception can be taken to the senti- 
ments or the language of the note. The 
President's reply to it was straightforward 
and dignified. But what useful purpose did 
the President think the “ collective note” 
would accomplish? He may have thought 
it would soothe the irritated feelings of the

But a grave departure from the traditions of 
American diplomaty was made when the 
President assured the Ambassadors that he 
did not object to their acting unitedly. That 
so serious an error was committed may be 
ascribed to tle fact that the Secretary of 
State is incapacitated for duty and that his 
First Assistant is inexperienced. The vet-

Whether the representations had not been resent- 
ed by popular opinion in America an unwar- 
ranted interference in the d tic responsibilities 
of the republic.

He was 
certain that the instructions given to Sir 
Julian Pauncefote would convince every- 
body that “ we have not intruded ourselves 
unnecessarily.” The British government 
is not censurable, for its Ambassador did 
not join with the others until the Presi- 
dent hud stated that he had no objec- 
tion. But popular opinion in America does 
resent the “ collective note - not its senti- 
ments, but the way in which they were 
communicated to the President. Mr. Bal- 
four will have no doubts on that point when 
he gets later news from the United States. 
The people, wiser than the high officials 
of the state, see that this new departure 


in American diplomacy, if adhered to, will 


reduce the United States to the level of 
nations like China, Greece, or Turkey, in 
whose affairs the great powers of Europe 
are in the habit of intervening jointly 
whenever they can agree among themselves. 
Therefore Americans are resolved that 
there should be no more“ representations 
like those in which Sir Julian Pauncefote 
took part and that any administration, 
present or future, which allows anything 
of the kind to happen shall be informed 
of its mistake, It has not escaped popular 
notice that when Spain, Austria, and Italy 
saw that the American government had in- 
advertently consented to receive the “ col- 
lective note,” thus admitting the mght of 
European powers to make joint repre 
sentations in reference to American af- 
fairs, the next step was to suggest a 
„joint“ naval demonstration. The camel, 
having stuck his head into the tent, wanted 
to get his whole body in. i 

Joint action, in reference to American 
affairs might well have followed, but for 
two reasons. One is that Great Britain 
has a friendly feeling towards the United 
States. The other is that— 


The European statesmen are not anxious to 
arouse the military and naval ambition of Amert- 
ca. They realize that any offensive continental 
concert at this time would be certain to stir the 
American people profoundly, and result in a 
gigantic American navy which might upset the 
balance of military power of the world. 

These statesmen know Americans better 
than the jack rabbits do. THe TR UN 
stated yesterday that had there been a 
naval demonstration so powerful that it 
would have been impossible for them to 
liberate Cuba at this time, they would 
not have blustered about “ revenge,” like 
Frenchmen, but they would have gone 
quietly to work, animated by silent, 
patient hatred, to build up a navy which 
would be more than a match for that of 
any European power, and would then pro- 
ceed to deal with the powers which had 
insulted them, one by one, when the op- 
portunity offered. Happily there ia to be 
ng naval demonstration. But it must be 
understood in all foreign capitals that there 
are to be no more “ collective notes” and 
no suggestions of any. European powers 
may combine as they please to regulate 
transatlantic affairs. Those on this side 
of the ocean the United States will look 
after. 


The death of Professor 


LAST CHAM- Jules Marcou at Cambridge 
PION OF marks the final passing of 
 AGASSAE GONE. an epoch in the science of 


. geology—an epoch in which 
Louis Agassiz was the chief figure. Profes- 
sor Marcou was the gole survivor of the 
noted group of European naturalists who 
came to America with Agassiz in 1848. Like 
that greater scientist he was a firm believer 
to the last in the orthodox idea of special 
Creation and an uncompromising combatant 
of Darwin's work and of the whole idea of 
organic evolution. During the quarter of a 
century since Agasstz's death in 1878 Mar- 
cou was engaged in collecting biographical 
materials relative to his great friend, and 
his last important work was the publication 
of these two years ago in a two-volume life 
of Agassiz, which will undoubtedly stand as 
the definitive biography of the famous geol- 
ogist. Marcou’s scientific works have been 
many and valuable, but his refusal to accept 
the working theory of all modern science will 
undoubtedly tend to obscure his labors ear- 
lier than would otherwise have been the 
case. Since his death there probably re- 
mains not a single geologist who believes in 
special creation.

The condition deseribed by the Judge is 
not confined to any one town in the United 
States. It is universal. Take Minneapolis, 
for example. The Hennepin County bar has 
over 400 names, or about one lawyer to every 
500 population. Two lawyers to the thou- 
sand of population are too many, and there 
is little wonder that those who are in the 
harness are worrying about the support of 

selves and families. 
* conditions will have to be recognized 
and met in a no distant future. Our schools 


and colleges are turning out more profes- 


sional men than there is need of. The con- 
ditions refer not alone to the legal profession. 
The medical and ministerial professions are 
as badly overstocked as is that of law. 
Every church has its score or more of theo- 
logical seminaries, where students are edu- 
cated gratis, and in many instances sup- 
ported and clothed whlie they are being edu- 
cated, and in a rapidly increasing number of 
State universities they are going up to be 
educated at the public expense. 

All these institutions are standing adver- 
tisements to the youth of the country that 
there is a more genteel and easy way of 
earning a livelihood than the way their 
fathers had to toll. The hard work by which 


a country is built up is despised by the na- 


tive American youths. The country has come 
to depend on the surplus populations of the 
Old World fo: the hands that do the real 
work of our developing civilization. 

It would shock American tastes beyond 
measure if anybody were to suggest that 
foreign immigration ought to be shut out, 
not for the reasons advanced by the Corlisses 
and Lodges of Congress, but because we 
ought to learn to do all our own work—all 


f it. 
The difficulfy is that our native-born peo- 


ple of the United States are rapidly coming 


to believe that they are above manual la- 
bor. It is this thought which has helped and 
is helping to throw the industrial machinery 
of the people cut of adjustment. It is this 
feeling that is giving life to all the wild 
theories of social reorganization and power 
to the socialism and anarchy that are sweep- 
ing over the land of highest freedom in the 
world.—Minneapolis Times. 


Gambling Not Wrong, Says the Bishop. 


Bishop A. C. A. Hall of Vermont delivered 
an address on Betting and Gambling and 
the Wrong of It in Rutland a few weeks 
ago, and it has since been printed in pam- 
phiet form. Premising that games of 
chance or of mingled chance and skill are in 
themselves perfectly legitimate,” the Bishop 
proceeded to say that playing for really 
small stakes is not altogether to be con- 
demned as wrong in itself.“ It is a unique 
position for an official in the church to take, 
and here is the way the Bishop defends it: 

“It must be understood that the amounts 


-ptaked are so really small that both players 


could rightly risk them in suchaway. This 
provision is really twofold. Your responsi- 
ble stewardship requires (1) that you can 
afford to risk the amount without seriously 
feeling the loss; and (2) that the sum must 
be so insignificant that no appreciable good 
could be accomplished by its expenditure in 
other ways. This second provision is of 
great importance. A millionaire might not 
miss $100 or $500, where you or I could not 
afford to lose a dime or a quarter. But that 
is not the only question. There is the further 
consideration of the solid good which might 
have been accomplished by the use of the 
larger sum, for the right use of which the 
rich man is responsible as a steward of 
God's gifts for the common good. Our stew- 


ardship for money, like our responsibility’ 


for the use of time, is a Serious and solemn 
consideration; but it must not be pressed 
unduly, beyond reason and without limita- 
tions. As we cannot always be on duty, and 
we are not really wasting time if by way of 
rest we are doing nothing for five minutes, 
so in the expenditure of money; & man may 
spen small sums without considering 
scrupulously whether he actually needs this 
or that article—for instance, a paper or a 
magazine on the cars, or a drink of soda 
water. I should most distinctly say that it 
is better not to play for stakes at all, be- 
cause of the difficulty of drawing a line, not 
only for yourself but for your companions 
also, as to what can rightly be afforded, be- 
cause of the danger of being led on to what 
is wrong, and because you may by your ex- 
ample encourage others in what is clearly 
injurious. For all these reasons it seems to 
me preéminently a case where we should be 
ready to sacrifice what may be our liberty 
for others’ good.“ 


Come to America for Warships. 

Washington, D. C., April 18.—Information 
has come unofficiall¥ to the Navy depart- 
ment that the Russian government has 
closed, or is about to close, a contract with 
the Cramps of Philadelphia for the construc- 
tion of two of the most formidable war ves- 
sels ever undertaken in this country, and 
that work is to begin on them by June 1. 
These vessels are to be battleships of more 
than 12,000 tons displacement, sixteen knots 
speed, and mounting the heaviest battery 
carried on vessels of their displacement 
afloat. Plans of the proposed ships have 
been received here, and those who have seen 
them say they provide for vessels that will 
prove to be the equal and probably the su- 
perior of the Iowa, the best fikhting ship 
now in the American pavy, and of nearly 
1,000 tons less tonnage than the Russian ves- 
sels, The determination of the Cramps to 
launch the battleship Alabama the latter 
part of May, three months ahead of time, is 
to make room for the Russian vessels, which 
require very considerable water front to en- 
able them to be constructed rapidly. Charles 
Cramp, senior member of the firm, left this 
country a month ago for St. Petersburg,and 
is understood to have received the contract 
in the last few days. 

It will not be the first time that this firm 
has constructed warships for foreign gov- 
ernments. Not many years ago it built two 
small craft for Russia, one of which was 
christened the Asia. The Japanese cruiser 
Kasagi is also under way at the same yard. 
Russia has only two shipyards at which she 
can build war vessels, one on the Black Sea, 
from which none of her naval vessels can 
reach the open ocean or get beyond the 
shores of Asia Minorand Russia. The other 
is at St. Petersburg, where the depth of the 
water prevents the launching of heavy 
draft vessels without much danger, and 
the largest ships cannot be built there at all.

Since that 
time our trade with Japan has increased 
still more rapidly, and the bulk of the com- 
merce is done at Tacoma. Especially has 
our trade grown in cotton and manufactured 
iron, machinery, and railw su 
Tacoma Ledger.

10 CONNECT BOULEVARDS. 


Walls of the La Salle Street Tunnel 
“Must Be Repaired. 


Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
is making every effort to hurry the con- 
firmation of the special assessment roll for 
the paving of Michigan avenue with asphalt 
from Jackson boulevard to the Rush street 
bridge and he hopes to be able to begin work 
on the improvement before fall. 

Not only is Michigan avenue to be asphalt- 
ed between the points named, but Rush 
etreet, from Ohio street to the bridge, is also 
to be paved with the same material, so that 
connection will be made between the North, 
South, and West Side boulevard systems. 
The resulting benefit to bicyclists and driv- 
ers of light vehicles is obvious. 

The Board of Local Improvements, in or- 
dering this improvement in opposition to the 
wishes of a majority of the property-owners,

@ new precedent. The contention is that in 
all improvements of a purely local character 


owners should govern, but when the inter- 
ests of the whole city are involved the de- 
gires of the immediate property-owners must 
give way before the demands of the public. 
It is expected that some of the objecting 
property-owners will contest the confirma- 
tion of the roll in the courts.

Contractor William E. Dee Begins Ac- 


tion for $76,520 Damages in 
the Federal Court. 


The Union Sewer Pipe company recently 
commenced action to recover $2,500, said 
to be due for pipes furnished to William E.
